President Without Emer­ 
gency Funds As Fiscal 
Years Begins

WASHINGTON. July 
I.—A log 
jam of money bit’s in Congress left 
President Roosevelt without a nicke 
of emergency funds today for the 
first time in three years and forced 
many war agencies to operate tem ­ 
porarily on the cuff. 
Although both senate and house

should start off the new fiscal year 
with at least $89,000,000 for emer­ 
gency purposes, 
a 
deadlock over 
withholding salaries of three federal 
workers blocked passage of a bill 
making the sum 
available. 
The

when 
Congress adjourned overnight after 
a futile attem pt 
to

them 
through before the

fiscal 
year ended at midnight. The only 
big bill cleared was a $71,500,000,000 
win-the-w ar army supp’y measure. 
Tied up in the other legislation 
were 1944 funds for 
the 
D epart­ 
ments of Agriculture and Interior, 
the Federal Security agency and a 
group of other departments includ­ 
ing the Office of Price adm inistra­ 
tion. the Office of War Information 
and the War Production board. 
Validating Provisions 
Except for the urgent deficiency 
bill carrying the President's money, 
all the other measures have pro­ 
visions validating any obligation in ­ 
curred after June 30 provided the 
obligation was in accordance with 
limitations in each bill. 
Chairm an Clarence Cannon <D- 
Mo) of the house appropriations 
committee 
contended, 
however, 
that, legally, none of the agencies 
depending 
on 
presidential 
funds 
could Incur an obligation or meet a 
payroll because the validating pro­ 
visions have not vet been enacted 
The provisions, he explained, were 
written into the

June Warmest On 
Record, Ctipeland's 
Figures Disclose 


The month just passed was the 
warmest June on record, with a 
maximum temperature on June 27 
of 96 degrees and IO days with a 
tem perature above 90 and 13 days 
with tem perature above 80, L. H. 
Copeland of Millport, government 
district weather 
observer revealed 
today in his report for June. 
The high temperature for Jupe, 
1942, was 94 degrees. Normal tem­ 
perature for the 50-year period in 
which weather records have been 
kept is 66.1. The 1943 mean tem ­ 
perature hit a high of 72.4, consid­ 
erably higher than last June’s mean 
of 68.8. The 71.9 average recorded 
in June, 1934, is the nearest to this 
year's all-time high. 
The

tem perature 
last 
month of 59.4 was well above last 
June's 41. but was below the cool­ 
est June temperature of 1927, of 
603 degrees. The coldest day this 
June was the 10th. with a tem per­ 
ature of 52 reported.

Normal 
precipitation 
Is 4.23 inches.

DETROIT, July I—Max Stephan, 
convicted traitor who had boasted 
of Axis victory in the war would 
save him, looked today to President 
Roosevelt tor an order sparing him 
from the gallows in tomorrow’s pre­ 
dawn hours. 
It was his only hope — and the 
White House preserved a 
silence 
which seemed ominous to Stephan 
and those who seek a commutation 
of the death sentence for him. 
At the federal correctional insti­ 
tution at Milan, Mich., where the 
execution is scheduled to take place, 
he was under constant guard, de­ 
scribed as quaking with fright. 
Historians said it would be the 
first execution for treason at order 
of the federal government, although

Enemy Loses 65 Aircraft 
In Attempt to Prevent 
Outpost's Seizure

Its loss by 
the enemy marks the first 
specific American* territorial 
triumph in the surrently de­ 
veloping offensive of which 
the drive in the Central Solo­ 
mons is only one part.
